The Governor said: 


WATCHING THINGS. 


"I am watching the situation In San 


Francisco very closely. 
I am hopeful 


that thcie will be no serious trouble 
there and 1 have been gratified to note 
so far that there has been a strict ob- 
servance of the laws and that no other 
than a peaceable disposition has been 


come such that the local civil authori- 
ties were unable to cope wiith it, I 
should not hesitate a moment to take 
the necessary steps, by the power In- 
vested in me as Governor, to see that 
peace was preserved and the safety of 
life and property insured." 


WOULD ACT PROMPTLY. 


"I would first have to be satisfied, 


however, that the authorities of San 
Franicsco were powerless. 
I do not 


know that I should wait for them to 
report to me that they could not con- 
trol affairs there, but I would have to 
be thoroughly satisfied .from my own 
Investigations that such was the case 
before I would take any radical action, 
But, as I say, I am very hopeful that 
there will be no violence.

Says Conspiracy Story Is Groundless

He need have had no fear of any con- 
spiracy if he had granted us our very 
reasonable request, which is no more 
than is paid the common labor of San 
Francisco.

This is reassuring, and if the declaration in favor of 


law and order is adhered to, the city will happily be spared the 
scenes of not and violence which have too often attended street 
railway strikes in other cities.

Mr. Richardson 


opened his argument by reading tne 
indictment of Haywood. Mover, Petti- 
bone, Orchard and Simpkins, charged 
with the murder ot Governor Steun- 
snberg. 


DARROW MAKKS STATEMENT. 
Immediately before the opening of 


court for the healing of the motion 
for a bill of particulars, Clarence Dar- 
row, of counsel for the defense, said 
to the correspondent at the Associ- 
xted Press:
